A Liberal Profession. 



"U'c arc sorry to say lliat we cannot y idd un- 
(liinlified assent as to prevalence or li born I 
and enlightened ptinciploa among the slates- 
men of the mother country, or at least 
among those of them who hare had to do 
with providing this and tlio neighbouring 
colony with institutions for the adminUtra 
lion of justice. One would naturally suppose 
that when British statesmen wcro making 
arrangements for the government of a new 
colony, they would da so villi full rcgatd fpi 
the lights of every British subject, No one 
could imagine that any distinction would In 
made between him who hailed from Canada 
or from Australia, and him who first saw 
light in the cradle ol the British race. Yet 
it is not so ; (ivery IJritisli subject has not his 
rights and privileges in their entirely in these 
colonies. A most illiberal distinction exists 
iu regard to some things— between the 
privileges given to those coming from other 
British colonies and old country people. The 
same flag has always covered both, but does 
not treat them alike. And in what respect 
it will be aslied does this distinction exist? 
"What class of the community are effected 
by it? U exists where one might leasl 
expect to find it— iu what is called one of Ihe 
liberal professions. It affects the public in 
general, but colonial barristers more par- 
ticularly. The public Ihiuk it quite enough 
at any time to be virtually shut out Irom 
Courts or Justice, unless they choose to employ 
a member of the legal fraternity, who, per- 
haps, in nine eases out of ten lias utterly 
mistaken his vocation. 

Those, however, who framed the Order in 
Council of 18jC by which we believe, the 
Supremo Court of this colony was authorized 
to be instituted, took precious good care that 
wo should be still uioro restricted in our 
cboico of gentlemen or the long robo. By it 
no one is able to practico as a Barrister of 
this colony unless he is a member of the Bar 
of England, Irclaud, or Scotland, or has been 
instructed in this colony. The liberal and 
enlightened statesmen, who dictated this pro 
Tision, seem evidently to have forgotten the 
extent of the British Empire, and that there 
were and arc barristers, able and intelligent 
men, who are entitled to the rights of British 
subjects, even though educated out of the 
United Kingdom. It does not seem to have 
beeu taken into consideration that this colony 
would require men of nil ranks and profes- 
sions ; and that among those she invited to 
her shores, none better deserved a welcome or 
would be a greater acquisition than Ihe hardy 
and adventurous sons of her sister colonies. 
The glaring injustice then of preventing a 
colonist, who had spent his time and money 
in acquiring a knowledge of a most laborious 
profession, Ir^m filling that position in this 
country fer which he had qualified himself 
in his own, does not seem lo have occurred to 
those who furnish us wilh our legal ma- 
chinery. As it commenced fo it has con- 
tinued : our legislature have done nothing lo 
remedy the evil. They have allowed a haud- 
full or lawyers from the mother country lo 
have ihe exclusive management of the legal 
business of the colony, and now the strange 
sight is seen ol a railway company buying up 
the services of every barrister in the country 
to force their bill through the legislature. It 
has been urged against the admission of 
colonial barristers that they are not properly 
qualified— Unit they have not been in a po- 
sition lo acquire a knowledge of the law of 
this colony— that in their own country they 
would not admit English barristers or barris- 
ters from this colony to practice. We shall 
not dwell upon the first of these objections. 
Nothing but sheer ignorance and malice 
could have originated it. The bar of Cana- 
da and the Eastern Provinces (for Australia 
is perhaps too young to be laken into consid- 
eration) i3, as a body, secoud to none in ihe 
British Empire. Far grealer knowledge of 
law is required from those seiking to be ad- 
milted into the profession in those colonies 
thai: even in England.where it is more a mat- 
ter of form and payment of fees than anything 
elso, not to say, however, thai no good law- 
yers are produced uuder it. As to colonial 
lawyers not knowicg the law of this colony 
they sland in this respect on the same foot- 
ing na an English barrister. They are ac- 
quainted with the great principles of the 
laws of England, aud with some slight modi- 
fications its practico. The laws o! this colony 
must of necessity bo little more (ban the ap- 
plication of those principles, and can be 
learned without au effort. As lo the absence 
in the other colonies of " intercolonial free 
trade in the privileges of counsel," as it is 
term?d by Judse Bcgbie in a letter lo Gov. 
Douglas, referring 'to ihe Courts of Canada, 
wo shall not am wei i'>r nil the colonies, we 
shall take the example of Canada as one fre- 
quently cited. LI Judge Begbie or anyone 
else will take up Ihe consolidated statutes of 
Upper Canada, he will find that reciprocity of 
the privileges of counsel does prevail there — 
that English banisters and barristers from 
any colony, reciprocating the privilege, are 
admitted to practice as a mattorof course.nrid 
wilhonl the necessity of any private act of 
Parliament as the Judgo most wrongly in- 
formed the Governor was the case. 

What, then, is there to justify the narrow- 
minded policy that prevails in this colony 
and in British Columbia, for it exists there 
also ! Why can wo not do away with this 
exclusiveness ? What need is Ihere for driv- 
ing colonial barristers out of this country lo 
take up their residence elsewhere, as was the 
case, we believe, with a young- Canadian, who, 
shut out from his profession here, was ad- 
mitted lo practice in California ! Why can 
a merchant, a mechanic, an engineer, or a 
doclor— colonial or foreign though he be— 
pursue his culling without molestation, while 
a gentleman who has had the mislortune to 
devote himself to law, will starve before our 
laws will allow him to make a living by it? 
riuch a state of firings is a disgrace to the 
age we live in, aud a blol upon our statutes 
which should at onco bo removed. 



leviathinns by whom it is surrounded. Rest" 
less as «ver were their forerunners in that 
classic land, the modern Greeks have main- 
tained, since their emancipation from the 
Turkish rule, a constant slate of agitation 
with occasional ebnlitione. Their last out- 
break has been the deposition of Otho, the 
king chosen for Ihem by England, Franco and 
llussia. This event took place in October 
last, aud was effected during a triumphal pro- 
gress of the Monarch through the Pelopon- 
nesus. While he was absent from Ihe city a 
provisional government was suddenly pro- 
claimed at Athens without any opposition, 
ft has since convoked a National Assembly 
lo settle the basis of a new government ; it" 
lirst step hiving been to procluiui that the 
reign of Otho had coased. The king was ap- 
paicntly glad to be rid of the troublesome 
position for he mndo no attempt to regain the 
lost ground, but immediately left the scene ol 
his past royalty in a British vessel. The re 
volulionists made no attempt to molest him. 
Now they are without a king, and who t< 
chooso is the difficult question. The two 
candidates possessing tiro most favorable 
chances uro Prince Alfred of England ami 
ifro Dukede Leuohtenborg, who is connected 
with the royal family of Russia. Accoidinj

o the latest reports there soems every pro 
bability that tbo choice of tho Greeks wouli 
fall upou the son of Victoria. Demonstra- 
tions in his favor were making in every por- 
tion of that kingdom. Tho Ureek merchants 
abroad, too, who aro by rro means few in 
numbers or devoid of influence, are 
making every exertion >o have him chosen 
Whether, however, lie will accept the 
Crown, if oifercd to him, is unothor ques- 
tion, and one upon which there ap- 
pears to be a great variety of opinion 
among the leading English journalists, both 
ministerial and opposition. It is even n>- 
serted that ttie Cabiuet aro divided upon tho 
subject. The probability is, however, that 
they are merely watching the course of events. 
The objections to tho Prince filling the Greek 
throne are two-fold : the obligalion of treaties 
aud national policy. Wilh respect lo the 
lirst of these, some ma : ntaiu that hid rights 
are barred by tho protocol of 1S30 aud tho 
convention of iH'Sl, by which England, 
France and Kussia renounced for themselves 
the elevation of any member of their reign- 
ing families to tbo throne of Greece. Fruncc 
and Russia, in reply to a demand from the 
British Government, assert that the stipula- 
tion is still binding upou all the parties to it. 
llussia has gone further. She bus formally 
declared that she could not acknowledge as 
sovereign of Greece a prince belonging to 
uuy of the royal families of tho three PoW 
ors. It does not appear that Franco has yet 
gone so far; but from the tone of the French 
press, it is evident that their Government 
would be strongly opposed to any English 
Prince filling the Greek throne. 

It is urged, however, that the stipulation 
just alluded to does not provide for the con- 
tingency of a King being chosen by the pop- 
ular vote. This is a modern idea, and could 
not have been contemplated at the framiug 
of the treaty. 15o this as it may, it is ex- 
tremely doubtful whether it would be good 
policy in England to yield to the crafty de- 
signs of the Greeks, for it is quite evident 
that it is the wealth and the power of liiitain 
that induce them to seek tho Prince for their 
King. Tly this connection, they imagine that 
they will obtain the Ionian Islands ; by it, 
also, they expect to be supported in their am- 
bitious designs ngainst the territory of the 
" Sick Man." Were Alfred, then, King, Eng- 
land would either follow and support him 
with her natural sympathies, or leave him to 
govern as best he could. By the former 
course she would bo drawn into endless com. 
plication with the other great Powers, or 
would have to choose between offending 
Greece, and breaking her treaties for the in 
tegrity of Turkey. By n neutral course, she 
would expose the Prince to meet with the 
futc of ti is predecessor from his fickle ami 
turbulent subjects. But the whole question 
is full of diflicullies, and may cause much 
trouble before il is settled. Already the fleets 
of England, France and Russia are muster 
jng in force in the Greek waters, aud il would 
nul be very surprising if they hud some hard 
fighting to do before long.

evil has assumed, gigantic proportions ; and 
yet, the pteinooitary signs ol the storm only 
I ave met our ears. The murmur of the wind 
is heard, but the hurricane has not yet burst 
upon us with all ils violence, like the destroy? 
iog angel; carrying death and desolation in its 
I ruin. The 300,000 who were at, the last ac- 
counts dependent upon charity fur their daily 
food, are but the Iron! rank ol some hundreds 
of thousands more who will be lorccd, no 
doubt, for soma timo, at least, to seek the us- 
sistauco of llieii leilow men. For a consid- 
erable lime aspersions were cast upon the 
manufacturers and wealthy inhabitants of 
Lancashire for being inhumanly indifferent to 
the misery of the people. Laid Derby and bis 
bo n, Lord Stanley, at a late aggregate meet- 
ing held in Manchester, brought forward 
fuels which completely proved how baseless 
were these allegations. In ->unie cases the 
manufacturers wero giving two days' wages a 
week Ki their work people; others weie keep 
ing all their hands oil' the poor rate, and also

•juery uguiiist the employers. The conduct 
and bearing of the people ut home, their 
meekness and long suffering without murmur 
or agitation, should convince every candid 
mind that they have not been oppressed or 
improperly treated by those under whom they 
have loiled — it may be hard, but it is the lot 
ol men generally, in even the most lavorod 
country in the world, to work bard for their 
daily bread. The present is not iho time to 
be raising objections and frivolous points for 
discussion, wnuil our duly plainly directs us 
to give ol our substance 10 those who bate 
ihe dire mislbrtunc to be Buffering from hun- 
ger. It is impossible for the human mind to 
realize, lo the full extent, the calamity which 
has fallen upon the toiling masses of the 
largest county of England, But ibis we do 
know and ieel that it is our duly to exert our- 
selves lo tho utmost to alleviate the distress.

Oo the main dock she mounts 
24 GS-pOUnilers of 65 cwt. each, ami four 1 10- 
pounder Armstrongs, the hitler having a 
central position in th'a battery: One'of the 
most impoilant parts of the ship's equip- 
ment is bet dislillery apparatus, on Dr. NoV- 
munby's pateiilctl system, and which j estor 
day supplied direct from its supply-pipe, from 
the commencement to the conclusion ol Ihe 
triftl, waler distiller] from the sail water, 
which was cool, agreeable, ami pure. Tne 
Sutlej was originally laid down from drawings 
furnished from ihe office of the lain Sir W.
